crew of hard-working volunteers! 

4) On our Senior Experience Weekend July 30th... 

Please join us as we celebrate the ministry of our 35 work camp youth (and their 8 outstanding (!) adult sponsors) and our 
6 National Gathering youth (and 2 adults) through songs and stories and PowerPoint pictures. We've had a long and strong 
history of serving on summer workcamp mission trips. As I write this, our group is serving at a workcamp in Lead, SD; a 
community which has suffered some economic downturns. A special thanks to Sililo Woo Ching, who is always the most 
popular dad in camp (!) for his cheerful, energetic and passionate witness as leader of our group. Once again, we thank God 
for our church, which has been so very supportive of this wonderful outreach ministry, and we thank God for the privilege 
of sharing the love of Jesus with those who need help and God's healing. And... ourYouth Gathering participants have just 
returned from San Antonio where they experienced an awesome time with thousands of other ELCA Lutheran youth. 



5) On our NEW Summer SUNDAY Schedule... 

As I mentioned in our May newsletter; "In an effort to "balance" the growing attendance of our 2 Sunday services, we're 
exploring the possibility of changing our early service to 8:30 at some point, which we believe might be a more attractive 
time for young families, as per one of our "core values" of being a "kid-friendly" church. So, in June we switched to a slightly 
later start; 8:15 Worship Outside, 9:45 Sunday school, 1 1:00 Worship Inside. Thus far, this change seems to be working 
very well and most Sundays our attendance has been very even between the two services. Although no decisions have 
been made yet, please watch for worship times in September. I would suspect that we may keep this new schedule. 



6) On our fall budgeting process... 

It's hard to believe, but at our council meeting this past Tuesday, we already began reminding ourselves that we want to 
soon begin our budgeting process for the 2007 budget. Our church budget is probably somewhat similar to your family 
budget — we can't always get everything we want! Nevertheless, we do want to staff for the growth God has blessed us 
with. Several of you have asked, " When are we going to get another pastor? " Some day, no doubt-indeed, our attendance 
is about the 5 th largest in the Rocky Mtn Synod now! But, perhaps first we might want to explore the possibility of a lay 
minister that might have some theological training, plus some of the managerial business skills that we need. As you can 
imagine, increasingly I find myself managing staff and addressing building policies and concerns and schedules — and fall- 
ing behind on pastoral care and visitation of potential members and preparation for preaching. Once again we pray that 
the Holy Spirit would lead and guide us that we might be faithful to God's plan and purpose for our church!

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The View from 
the Coffee Cup

I recently read the results of a survey taken in 
England regarding the bookThe Da Vinci Code. Now 
I must admit that I am very skeptical about surveys. I 
am convinced that often they are highly 
inaccurate. However, I was so stunned at the results 
of this particular poll that, as I told a Sunday school 
class recently, even if it's sorely in error, it may still 
say something unsettling. 

The essential findings, as reported in a recent issue 
of Christianity Today, are these: 60% of persons 
polled in England who read Dan Brown's novel, The 
Da Vinci Code, believe that there is some truth to the 
novel's prominent assertion that Jesus was married 
to Mary Magdalene, and that the two of them had a 
child together. Of the people who had not read the 
book, 30% felt there was some truth in that claim. 

Again, this could be inaccurate. But it may well sug- 
gest a number of contemporary realities. First of all, 
keep in mind that even though Brown insists that 
much of what he writes in his book is "fact," his 
inaccuracies are legion. Brown makes such egregious 
mistakes that he even gets the date of discovery of 
the Dead Sea Scrolls wrong by several years. That is 
pretty abysmal "research" (as he calls it) regarding 
something that is so easily verifiable. 

Since The Da Vinci Code contains more errors than I 
have ever found in a book claiming to convey "facts" 
amid its fiction, something must be going on if even 
6% of people believe him, let alone 60%. I suppose 
part of it is the incredible power of popular"culture" 
to trump almost everything else. Not only is a 
best-selling author involved in The Da Vinci Code, 
but a very clever marketing strategy is behind it. 
Also, there is the incredible clout of Hollywood, with 
Tom Hanks thrown in for good measure. 

Compared to the number of people who have read 
the book and/or have seen the movie, I wonder how 



many have ever taken a genuine course in church 
history, even in a local Sunday school setting. In England, 
where only a small percentage of people go to church, I 
suspect that most people get their cues elsewhere. 

Peter Marshall, a prominent preacher and Congressional 
chaplain of the 1930s and'40s, once said something 
like this: "You have to stand for something, lest you fall 
for anything." If 60% of the people who read the book 
believe that Jesus might have been married to Mary 
Magdalene, then a lot of people are falling for 
something. Truly Brown's book is a work of fiction - 
especially the parts that he calls "fact." 

But then there are the people of Faith Community. 
Thank God for the people of Faith Community! I have 
been very pleased at the attendance at a couple of 
sessions of Sunday school this summer that dealt with 
The Da Vinci Code. The people of this congregation 
know how to seek and weigh the truth. By the way, in 
my class on church history this fall, which I'll describe 
more fully in the next newsletter, we'll be dealing further 
with many of the subjects about which Dan Brown 
pontificates... from a very different perspective. 

In the meantime, my concern is for marginal Christians, 
or unbelievers, who can be led astray by literary and 
cinematic phenomena. I want very much for people 
everywhere to come to the truth of Jesus Christ, and I 
am so glad that Faith Community is a place where so 
many people want to share the faith with others. This 
world sorely needs words of truth. As we worship, and 
as we grow continually in our study of Scripture and the 
teachings of the Church, may the Holy Spirit use us to 
tell people what Hollywood almost never tells them... 
namely, the truth about Jesus Christ. God bless you in 
your continued Christian growth and witness.

/ was called to come to our Lord Jesus at my junior year after a literary reading the Bible my local church pastor had given 
to me as gift for my work of English teaching in the church summer camp, but I was still frustrated by the angst and joy 
when reading the Bible and had a dream where a white-robe man appearing at my bed telling me he, naming himself 
"gospel" was the one I was seeking. I then knelt down and prayed obediently and confessionally for the first time in my life. 

Then at the beginning of my senior year, my pastor and church encouraged and recommended me to take a theological 
study and I was enrolled in the seminary after passing the exams. I hadn't be baptized until then. 

Having one challenging and cheerful academic year, I am looking forward to the next two years still left before me eagerly 
and hopefully. 

These days I am participating in a Sociology of Religion summer seminar in Beijing. Living, learning with many gifted stu- 
dents, with no specific religious affiliation, all from leading universities in China majoring in religions research, I am inspired 
and forced to rethink how we can formulate and confess our Christian faith in contemporary china's social-cultural milieu 
among and for Chinese compatriots. We also have famous and fascinating professors from home and abroad. Some of them 
are Christians. 

Karen gave me your email and advised me to give a reply so I can write to you to show my great thanks. May God bless your 
ministries and keep our faith in Christ our Lord.
